On May 19, 1965* a source stated that the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization 
with activities generally confined to the New York City 
area. It liras founded in 1949 by James H. Madole, who 
is in complete control of the Party. The Party's main 
function is distribution of the "National Renaissance 
Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and distribution of pro- * 
Arab literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. Madole 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

On March 4, 1965* Robert Joseph Burros, 215 
First Street, Newburgh, New York, advised that he is the 
National Secretary of the NRP and as such is second in 
command to James H. Madole, National Director. Mr. Burros 
stated that the NRP is a fascist organization but that it 
operates openly. He stated that the NRP advocates the use 
of the ballot in order to win a national election and take 
over the government. If the NRP should gain power it would 
then proceed to change the constitution in a legal way in 
order to give it the right to use militant means in dealing 
with those who would seek to overthrow this democracy such 
as the Communist Party. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 1954, stated that NRP activity and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American. 

On September 29, 1964, a second source advised 
that on- July 16, 1964, James H. Madole, National Director 
of the NRP, was sentenced to two years in jail following 
his conviction on a charge of riot.

The ■ Louisiana Joint Legislative Commit- 
tee j on .’tin- American Activities took Mi’. 
EJdw^rds up on his. invitation .to investigate 


his organization, and- on, .July 26, 1965 they 
released Report #7, — "Activities of the 
Ku Klux Klan . . . ”, based on hearings * 
held on June 16, 1965 at Baton Rouge. 

The Louisiana Committee found that 
there is no such thing as "The Klan.” 
According to their report, there are about 
14 different groups using the name "Klan,” 
operating in the . Southern • and Central . 
United States. The Legislative Committee 
investigated . the four, Klan groups which 
are active in Louisiana. 

Of these four Louisiana Klan organiza- 
tions, the largest is known as "The Orig- 
inal Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.” The 
head of this latter organization is Murray 
Martin, who furnished the Legislative Com- 
mittee with a policy statement containing 
"50 reasons why you should be a member 
of the original Ku Klux Klan.” Here are 
a few sample reasons: 

"20. Because it believes that Judaism is 
not the religion of the Bible, but that it is 
a/^t of principles for the purpose of ele- 
vating the Christless jew beyond the White 
races.' 

"40. Because it is unalterably opposed . 
to the Zionist Jew program. 

<‘41. Because it is opposed to the Anti- 
Defamation League in all respects. 

<<42. Because it knoys the United Na- 
tions Charter has usurped the Constitution 
of these United States/and we are trying 
' to -get the United States out of the U*N.” 
The three other Louisiana Klan organ- 
izations are known as The United Klans of 
America, Inc., The Louisiana Ku Klux 
Klan, and The Original Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., led by Houston Morris. Mr. 
Morris submitted a policy statement to the 
Louisiana Legislative ^Committee which 
said in part: 

"The , Original Ku Klux Klan is not and 
never has been the enemy of the Negro 
people. However, it does oppose and will 
continue to oppose all so-called Negro 'civil ' 
rights* organizations. Communists, and all

September* 1965. Madole further stated future activities 
of the NRP would depend on the outcome of that appeal* 

Should he win his appeal, Madole stated there could be 
an expected increase in NRP activities. Should he lose, 
there will not be any activity since he will be sent to jail.

JEWISH CULTURAL CLUBS AND SOCIETIES 

A source advised on April 27 , 1954, that the former 
leaders, including GEDALIA SANDLER, Executive Secretary, of 
the Jewish People ’s Fraternal Order (JPFO), Jewish nationality 
section of the International Workers Order (TWO,) had 
established a committee at 1133 Broadway, New York, New 
York. Through this committee .they were organizing cultural 
clubs and societies based on JPFO lodges which had been 
dissolved on December 15, 1953, in the course of proceedings 
by the New York State authorities culminating in the 
liquidation of the IWO. 

A second source advised on March 15, 19^1 that a 
meeting of the National Groups Commission of the Communist 
Party, United States of America, was held on March 2, 19ol, 
in New York City. GEDALIA SANDIER was among those present 
and spoke of his experiences in maintaining the Jewish 
lodges after the dissolution of the IWO, which, to avoid 
prosecution, have no national name or organization. 

SANDIER stated that these lodges "lived" as clubs 
and societies by maintaining their cultural, fraternal and 
civic activities, but which activities are less political 
than in the former lodges . New York gave leadership to the 
rest of the country since the New York lodges were the strongest 
and had the more politically developed comrades. 

These clubs and societies still maintain a medical 
plan, funeral benefits and mutual aid funds. There are 132 
clubs and societies nationally, 63 of which are located in 
New York City. . 

A third source furnished information on May 18, 19^5 
that the clubs and societies are located at 1133 Broadway, 

Room 1429, New York, New York, under the name of the Jewish 
Program Service Committee, but are. more widely known as 
the Jewish Cultural Clubs and Societies.

We have noted with a great deal of inter- 
est .the large numbers of rabbis who partici- 
pate in and perhaps lead .the present unholy 
war againstithe South; and we feel that this 
fact is so overwhelmingly significant 'and so 
dangerous to our Republic that no loyal 
American can afford" tOighore it.

Is so-call6d 
anti-Semitism- worse than anti-Germanism?
